The CIO, which has opposed 
any chang es in the labor law, 
was quick to critidfee the com­ 
promise neg otiations. The CIO 
g eneral counsel, Lee Pressman, 
talked with J ohn L. Lewis and 
then issued a statement charg ­ 
ing that the AFL was “ pleading 


for mercy and try ing to make a 
back-door deal” with the board. 
There were conflicting reports 
as to whether the labor board or 
Padway initiated the surprise 
conference. 
The CIO contended that Pad­

Washing ton, May 10 (JP) 
President Roosev elt’s statement 
tha t increased farm ex pendi­ 
tures must be met with addi­ 
tional tax es was criticized today 
by some senators, who said he 
was apply ing different rule on 
ag ricultural outlay s than on oth­ 
er federal ex penditures. 
“ I’m perfectly willing to a t­ 
tempt to balance the budg et by 
reducing all appropriations or by 
increasing tax es,” said Senator 
Russell (D-Ga), floor leader for 
the $1,218 ,000,000 ag riculture de­ 
partment bill. 
“ I am strong ly opposed to 
sing ling out the farm prog ram 
as the only prog ram which must 
make reductions, or for which we 
must lev y new tax es. I am will­ 
ing to economize, but not solely 
a t the ex pense of the farmer.” 
Mr. Roosev elt, noting tha t the 
Senate had approv ed increases 
of more than $38 3,000,000 for 
farm aid, told reporters y ester­ 
day that Senate leaders had fail­ 
ed to keep their promise last 
y ear of prov iding tax es to offset 
farm parity pay ments. 
The ex tra farm funds, the 
President said, should be con­ 
sidered in any tax rev ision pro­ 
g ram considered by cong ress. 
Senator 
Bankhead 
(D-Ala),_ 
usually an administration sup­ 
porter, ag reed with Russell tha t 
matching of ex penditures with 
income could not apply only to 
farm funds. 
Senator Lucas (D-Hl), anoth­ 
er of the g roup seeking larg er 
farm benefits, said he would of­ 
fer a prog ram of processing 
tax es on major farm products as 
soon as the appropriation bill 
was passed.

BIBLE SALES INCREASE 
In these day s when demo cracy is being fo rced 
to take sto ck o f her reso u rces, lo v ers o f hu man 
freedo m will read with enco u ragement the re­ 
leases fro m the annu al repo rt o f the American 
Bible So ciety , who se 123rd annu al meeting has 
ju st been held and who se so le pu rpo se fo r a cen­ 
tu ry and a q u arter has been to make the Bible 
av ailable to all men o f all natio ns, ho wev er little 
they may hav e with which to pu rchase it. Wher­ 
ev er this great bo o k has been serio u sly read hu ­ 
m an freedo m has flo u rished and demo cratic in­ 
stitu tio ns haVe been bo rn. Earl Baldwin in an 
address in To ro nto recently ex pressed his belief 
that Britain’s dispo sitio n to attem pt the so lu ­ 
tio n o f the internatio nal pro blems by ho nest 
deliberatio n and co nference ro o ts back into gen­ 
eratio n u po n generatio n o f Bible reading by the 
peo ple o f England. Ev en in the face o f the dic­ 
tato r’s edict the Bible o u t-so ld Mein Kampf in 
Germany last y ear by 200,000 co pies. Latin Amer­ 
ica fo r who se trade and friendship dictato rs are 
strenu o u sly bidding has a hu nger fo r the Scrip­ 
tu res that is apparently insatiable. 
China with all her appalling needs bo u ght 
mo re co mplete Bibles fro m the so ciety than ev er 
in her histo ry . Japan likewise increased her 
pu rchases by abo u t 10 per cent o v er the y ear be­ 
fo re. Meanwhile the Scriptu res mo v ed into a 
do zen new langu ages in 1938, bringing the to tal 
nu mber o f to ngu es in which so me part o f the 
Scriptu res hav e been translated to 1021. It is 
no w co nserv ativ ely estimated that nine-tenths o f 
the peo ple o f the wo rld might hear so me su bstan­ 
tial part o f the Scriptu res read in their nativ e 
to ngu e. No bo o k in the wo rld ev en faintly ap­ 
pro aches this reco rd. As lo ng as this co ntinu es 
hu man freedo m has a great ally . 


NEW LABOR LAW 
Minneso ta has enacted a labo r relatio ns act 
that pro v ides a labo rato ry test fo r so me fea­ 
tu res that hav e been o ffered fo r inco rpo ratio n in 
the Wagner act, bu t that are o ppo sed by Chair­ 
man Madden o f the natio nal bo ard and o thers 
befo re the senate co mmittee o n edu catio n and 
labo r. The Minneso ta statu te is the first law o f 
its kind to fo rbid emplo y ees, as well as emplo y ­ 
ers, to engage in certain practices. 
Striking in v io latio n o f a v alid agreement which 
the emplo y er is o bserv ing in go o d faith o r strik- 


ing in adv ance o f taking steps to make an agree­ 
ment with the emplo y er o r, failing su ch agree­ 
ment, in adv ance o f a 10-day no tice to the state 
labo r co nciliato r is defined as u nfair. In the same 
catego ry are placed participatio n in sitdo wn 
strikes and u se o f co ercio n to fo rce jo ining o r 
abstaining fro m jo ining any labo r o rganizatio n 
o r to co mpel o thers to cease wo rking. Picketing 
a place where no strike is in pro gress is likewise 
fo rbidden. 
An emplo y er may no t institu te a lo cko u t in 
v io latio n o f a v alid wo rking agreement if the 
emplo y ees are co mply ing in go o d faith o r in ad­ 
v ance o f an agreement witho u t meeting the same 
req u irements o f nego tiatio n and no tice laid u po n 
emplo y ees. He may no t enco u rage o r disco u rage 
membership in any labo r o rganizatio n, discrim­ 
inate against a wo rker fo r u nio n activ ity . He 
may no t spy directly o r thro u gh agents u po n any 
lawfu l activ ities o f emplo y ees o r circu late any 
blacklist o f wo rkers ex ercising their légal rights. 
Enfo rcement is thro u gh inju nctio ns by the 
state co u rts, bu t inju nctiv e relief shall no t be 
av ailable to any emplo y er o r emplo y ee gu ilty o f 
an u nfair practice u ntil he has “made u se o f all 
means av ailable u nder the laws o f the state” to 
reach a peaceable settlement. This is an appli­ 
catio n o f the o ld max im that the seeker o f eq u ity 
mu st himself appear with clean hands. 
Ünlike the Wagner act, refu sal to bargain is 
no t made an u nfair practice, bu t the emplo y er 
may be su mmo ned by the co nciliato r and made 
to state his po sitio n. To carry the m atter fu r­ 
ther, all the co nciliato r has to find is that the 
indu stry is affected with a pu blic interest and a 
strike o r lo cko u t “wo u ld endangér the life, safe­ 
ty , health o r well being o f a su bstantial nu mber 
o f peo ple o f any co mmu nity .” In that case he 
mu st no tify the go v erno r, who may appo int a 
co mmissio n o f three to inv estigate and repo rt. 
Using the techniq u e o f the railway labo r act, it 
is pro v ided that no strike o r lo cko u t may o ccu r 
u ntil 30 day s after filing o f the repo rt, which the 
go v erno r may adv ertise in the papers o f the co u n­ 
ty where the dispu te o ccu rs. 
In large part the Minneso ta law fo llo ws the 
pattern that so me emplo y ers hav e been insist­ 
ing sho u ld be wo v en into the Wagner act to clear 
u p its “o ne-sidedness.” The co u ntry may no w 
hav e a practical demo nstratio n o f ho w su ch a 
law will o perate in lessening indu strial strife.

London—There’s a small town 
quality about Bert and Betty 
Windsor that is likely to warm 
the heart of America when they 
go calling this June. 
Strip them of royalty’s trap­ 
pings, and you have an unpre­ 
tentious couple who like noth­ 
ing better than to drop in on 
the neighbors for a quiet chat. 
This, of course, is impossible 
while they’re “on duty” as king 
and queen of England. But when 
they get away for their annual 
vacation in Scotland they visit 
the villagers, whom they call by 
their first names, and lead an 
informal life that would have 
made some of their noble prede­ 
cessors gasp. 
Most Englishmen like the pic­ 
ture of simplicity such details 
build, 
although 
critics 
brand 
their m ajesties as dull and col­ 
orless. 
King George VI, who’s 43, and 
Queen Elizabeth, 38, certainly 
aren’t the type to fit in, say, 
with 
the 
international 
sm art 
set. They spend a deal of time on 
their two daughters — Princess 
Elizabeth, 13, who may succeed 
her father on the throne, and 
Princess M argaret Rose, 8. 
Their m ajesties reflect their 
homespun tastes in innumerable 
ways. 
When 
they 
ascended 
the 
throne, old friends began to ad­ 
dress them as “sir” and “m a’am ” 
— but not for long. 
“What’s 
wrong with ‘Bert’ and ‘Betty’?” 
their m ajesties wanted to know. 
On week ends at Windsor they 
prefer to stay at the royal lodge 
rather than the castle. 
On state occasions their m ajes­ 
ties offer a fancy French menu, 
but for their everyday meals they 
relish under-done beef, over­ 
boiled Brussels sprouts and other 
typically English fare. 
But their diet isn’t all English. 
The 
king 
has 
an 
American 


breakfast — orange juice, toast 
and coffee — while the queen’s 
weakness is a huge Scottish tea 
of weight-producing scones and 
jam . 


j The queen is a good cook and 
she keeps the menus balanced 
and easily digestible. The king 
has had to watch his diet ever 
since the World war, when he 
underwent an operation for duo­ 
denal ulcer. 
He never drinks 
anything stronger than a weak 
whisky and soda and his favor­ 
ite nightcap is hot milk or co­ 
coa — a habit he acquired in his 
navy days. 
The queen sips a 
glass of wine and smokes occa­ 
sionally. 
Their m ajesties never have 
been what you would call soci­ 
ety people. Now, of course, they 
do lots of “must” entertaining, 
but, following that old pattern 
as closely as they can, they set 
aside one or two nights a week 
to have old friends to the palace 
for dinner and a private movie.

COI. TURNER NAMED 


FDR m MILE RICE 


Indianapolis, Ind. — Appoint­ 
ment of Col. Roscoe Turner of 
Chicago, 
world-famous 
speed 
plane flier, as honorary referee 
of the 27th running of the 500- 
mile race was announced today 
by T. E. (Pop) Myers, general 
manager of the Indianapolis Mo­ 
tor Speedway Corporation. The 
race will be held on May 30. 
is the second time that 
Col. Turner has been named to 
the staff of a Speedway race. He 
was the honorary starter in 19 34. 
Col. Turner, who is vice-pres­ 
ident of the Porterfield-Turner 
Aircraft Corporation of K ansas 
City, and who devotes all of his 
time to aviation, has set in­ 
numerable records in speed fly­ 
ing, 
both in transcontinental 
travel and on racing courses. 
A perennial contestant in Na­ 
tional Air Races, he won the 
famous Bendix trophy in 19 33, 
and was second in this event in 
19 36 . He made an especially bril­ 
liant showing both in competi­ 
tion and in record-breaking last 
year. 
He Won the Thompson 
trophy, one of the most coveted 
awards in aviation, and also cap­ 
tured the Ludlum trophy, and 
the Cliff Henderson award as 
outstanding aviator in America. 
Subsequently he set his latest 
world record, a mark of 283.119 
miles per hour for a closed 
course, made in France. 
Although he has received many 
merit 
awards 
and 
has been 
termed “America’s premier flier,” 
Col. Turner said that his ap­ 
pointment as a Speedway offi­ 
cial for a second time “pleases 
me more than any honor that 
has ever come my way.”* 
He 
plans to return to Indianapolis 
several days in advance of the 
race to watch the final qualify­ 
ing runs and to more thoroughly 
acquaint himself with the vari­ 
ous drivers and their cars. 
Col. Turner holds a brilliant 
military record. 
He enlisted in 
the United States ambulance 
service in 19 17, and soon trans­ 
ferred to the air service. He was 
with the third American army 
at Cobienz. In 19 19 he received 
his honorable discharge as first 
lieutenant. His colonelcy was a 
brevet award from the governor 
of Nevada in 19 29 . He also is a 
California colonel and a Missis­ 
sippi colonel. 
A striking figure of a m an with 
a crisp mustache, Col. Turner 
usually is seen in uniform while 
making public appearances. But 
in private life as an aircraft 
firm official he affects civilian 
garb. 
With the completion of the 
active military service, Col. Tur­ 
ner’s entire life has been in avia­ 
tion. 
He was . a barnstorming 
flier in 19 19 , then operated a 
commercial flying school, and 
next turned to the movies. 


NEUTRAL BLOC OF 


By LOUIS P. LOCHNER. 
Berlin, May 10 (/P)—Chancellor 
Hitler today sought to form a 
neutral bloc of at least six na­ 
tions extending across northern 
Europe. 
He offered identical non-ag­ 
gression pacts to Denmark, Nor­ 
way, Sweden and Finland, made 
similar approaches to Latavia 
and Estonia and there 
were 
strong reasons to believe that 
proposals of like nature had been 
submitted to a number of other 
European countries. 
Lithuania was not included In 
the 
Reichsfuehrer’s 
projected 
northern 
combination 
because 
her relations to Germany are 
regulated by a separate treaty 
which contains non-aggression 
pledges. 
The 
government 
agreed 
to 
proposals of the Swedish and 
Finnish governments for forti­ 
fications of the southern group 
of the Aaland Islands, but a t­ 


tached a condition of neutrality 
by Sweden and Finland in the 
event of ‘‘possible warlike en­ 
tanglements ’’involving the “B al­ 
tic 
sea 
area.” 
The Aaland 
Islands dominate the entrance 
to Bothnia gulf, northern ex­ 
tension of the Baltic. 
One object of this diplomatic 
activity is to isolate Poland. Hit­ 
ler already feels assured that 
Hungary has cast her lot with 
Germany, even to the extent of 
forsaking a historic friendship 
with Poland, as a consequence 
of the Begin visit of the Hun­ 
garian premier and foreign min­ 
ister last week. 
Another objective of the pres­ 
ent maneuver is to 
prevent 
further “encirclement,” as the 
Germans call the British-French 
system of alliances. 
A third object is said to be to 
show that the Nazi government 
is animated only by peaceful in­ 
tentions. 
Identical notes offering non­ 
aggression pacts were delivered 
to the ministers of the 
four 
Scandinavian countries, it was 
said, and the envoys immediate­ 
ly forwarded the notes to their 
governments. 
Hitler apparently had deter­ 
mined to give the world proof 
of his desire for peace. 
His government by way of as- 


suring the Scandinavian coun­ 
tries, it was understood, had ad­ 
vised Finland and Sweden that 
Germany had no objections to 
joint fortifications of the Aaland 
Islands which dominate the en­ 
trance to the Gulf of Bothnia, 
northern extension of the Baltic. 
(A Berlin dispatch to Heilsing- 
fors said Germany had propos­ 
ed Finland commit herself to 
strict neutrality in event of war 
in 
the Baltic in exchange for 
German approval of the island 
fortifications.) 
Scandinavian diplomatic quar­ 
ters in Berlin took it for granted 
the foreign ministers of Den­ 
mark, 
Finland, 
Norway 
and 
Sweden would 
meet soon 
to 
formulate a point reply to the 
proposal of non-aggression pacts. 
The chances for success of 
Hitler’s move could not yet be 
foretold. 
Generally speaking, as one ex­ 
perienced diplomat pointed out, 
arly small nation is glad to have 
her inviolability guaranteed by a 
formidable neighbor. 
For small nations there is a 
big proviso, however — namely 
their aversion to obligations of 
a nature which would severely 
restrict their independence of 
action in event the big nation 
guarantor became involved with 
third powers.

(Refer to Map s No . 11, 12, 13 an d

As so o n as Macedo n ia was de­ 
feated, o n e o f the ru lers o f p art 
o f Alex an der’s o ld emp ire made 
the mistak e o f seizin g certain 
Macedo n ian lan ds that had been 
ceded to Ro me. Kn o win g that 
war was n o w in ev itable, this 
k in g , An tio chu s, made 
secret 
treaties with Macedo n ia an d 
certain Greek cities an d cro ssed 
o v er in to Greece to do battle 
with Ro me. In stead o f help in g 
him, the Greek s an d Macedo n ­ 
ian s assisted the Ro man s. An ti­ 
o chu s was defeated at o ld Ther­ 
mo p y lae an d retreated to his 
o wn territo ry in Asia Min o r— 
an d the Ro man s fo llo wed him 
an d cro ssed in to Asia fo r the 
first time in their histo ry . On e 
majo r battle settled the fate o f 
Asia. 
Fo rty tho u san d Ro man s 
u n der Scip io defeated mo re than 
eig hty tho u san d Selu cids n ear 
Smy rn a, in 190 B. C.., an d the 
Ro man s g ain ed p o ssessio n o f all 
the o ld Sy rian territo ry . Yo u will 
remember that it was fro m this 
territo ry 
that 
they l a t e r 
marched do wn in to Ju dea. 
After the defeat o f An tio chu s, 
n ear Smy rn a, there was n o w n o 
en emy n atio n in the wo rld su ffi­ 
cien tly p o werfu l to wag e serio u s 
war with Ro me. Bu t Macedo n ia 
was n o t y et co n v in ced o f this 
fact. Philip was dead an d his so n , 
Perseu s, was n o w k in g . 
Fo r 
y ears he had dev o ted himself 
to q u ietly bu ildin g an army an d 
allies fo r war o n the hated Ro ­ 
man —an d then Ro me stru ck . 
The war lasted fo r fo u r y ears, 


all o f the fig htin g bein g do n e in 
Greek an d Macedo n ian territo ry . 
The Ro man s were defeated sev ­ 
eral times, bu t in the fo u rth y ear 
the fate o f Macedo n ia was de­ 
cided in a g reat battle in which 
the Ro man s k illed twen ty tho u - 
an d o f the en emy an d carried 
o ff an additio n al elev en tho u s- 
san d in to slav ery . 
The v icto ry settled the fate o f 
mo re than Macedo n ia, fo r man y 
o f the Greek city -states, treach­ 
ero u s as alway s, had assisted the 
Macedo n ian s. 
The resu lt was 
that Ro me to o k p o ssessio n o f 
all 
Greece—Eg y p t 
v o lu n tarily 
su bmitted to a Ro man p ro tecto r­ 
ate—an d mu ch o f the emp ire o f 
Alex an der came u n der the ea­ 
g les o f Ro me ju st o n e hu n dred 
an d fo rty -fo u r y ears after his 
death. 
With the ex cep tio n o f 
the Third Pu n ic War an d a 
small affair with Mithridates 
o f Po n tu s, the Ro man wars fro m 
this time fo rth were with the 
barbarian s fro m the No rth. 
Fifty -six y ears after the clo se 
o f the Seco n d Pu n ic War came 
the third an d last war with Car­ 
thag e. This war can be classi­ 
fied as n o thin g bu t the mu rder 
o f a n atio n . As a resu lt o f the 
seco n d war Ro me had strip p ed 
the Carthag in ian s o f ev ery thin g 
ex cep t their city —an d their abil­ 
ity as traders. Carthag e co n tin ­ 
u ed to g ro w rich fro m trade 
while Ro me was g ro win g rich 
fro m p lu n der an d tribu te. The 
rich men o f Ro me n o w decided 
that Carthag e mu st die—an d 
they p u t her to death. 
The metho d was simp le. The 
last p eace treaty had p ro hibited 
Carthag e fro m wag in g war with-

It lasted fo r mo re than 
two y ears—an d o f mo re than 
half a millio n p eo p le who were 
n stde the city walls when the 
g ates were clo sed, less than fifty 
tho u san d were aliv e when the 
Ro man s had fin ished their wo rk . 
The Carthag in ian s were de­ 
stro y ed an d disp ersed as tho r­ 
o u g hly as were the Jews after 
the fall o f Jeru salem, an d it was 
n o t lo n g befo re Ro me had the 
territo ry an d the bo dies o f the 
black Nu midian s as well. 
Fro m n o w o n the march o f 
Ro man destin y tu rn s n o rthward 
an d westward in to Eu ro p e. Lit­ 
tle by little she secu res p o sses­ 
sio n o f ev ery fo o t o f lan d bo rder­ 
in g o n the Mediterran ean , bu t 
we are o n ly co n cern ed with what 
hap p en s to the n o rth o f that 
sea. 
Startin g first u n der sev eral 
k in g s, the Ro man s fin ally ev o lv ­ 
ed a so -called rep u blican fo rm

Un der 
su ch circu mstan ces the o n ly 
ho p e o f the p o o r free-bo rn citi­ 
zen was to attach himself to the 
train o f so me rich p atrician an d 
liv e o n a sp ecies o f p riv ate do le. 
The wealth o f p lu n dered n a­ 
tio n s p o u red in to Ro me so fast 
that it was fin ally u n n ecessary 
to tax the Ro man citizen —bu t 
it was to o late to sav e the co m­ 
mo n man .
